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Treaty betwoon Japan and Manchouluo concerning tho Residence of 
Japanose Subjects, Taxation, otc., in Manchowmo, 


Wheroas the Govornnont of Japan, in accordance with tho principle nf tho 
protocol betwoon Japan and Manchowluo signed on the fifteonti. of Soptonbor of 
tho seventh yoar of Showa, havo, for the purpose of furthoring tho hoalthy 
dovelopnent of Manuheulrio and ale? of promoting and perpotuating the intinate 
and inseparable rolationship now sabsieting betwoeon Japan and Manchouku, 
docided to abolish, by progrosaive séngos, tho right of oxtra-torritoriality 
at prosont onjoyod 4n Manchouku» by Japan, anc to adjust and transfor the 
adninistrativo rights ovor tho South Hanchuria Railway Zono; and, 


Whoroas the Govornmont of Manchoulo, approciating this decision by the 
Government of Japan havo, in rotur: recognizod the nocessity of onsuring and 
onhancing tho common vrosperity of Japanose and Manchoukuo subjects within the 
torritorics of Manchoukun; 


Now, thorefore, with referonce to tho right of oxtra-torritoriality and 
tho administrative rizhts over tho South Manchuria Railway enjoyed in Manchoukuo 
by Japan, the Government of Jajan and Manchouluo have agreed at the first step 
as follows concerning the residonce of, and tho enjoyment of various rights and 
intorosts by, Japanose subjects, and tho application of the laws and ordinancos 
of Manchoukuo concerning taxation, industrios, otc. 


Article l. 


Japanese subjects shall be free within tho torritorios of Manchoukuo to 
roside and travel and enzage in agriculture, conmorce and industry, and to 
pursue callings and professions, whether public or private, and shall also 
enjoy all the rights relating to land. 


Japanese subjects shall not, in respect of the enjoynont of all rights and 
interosts within the torritories of Manchoukuo, be accorded less favorable 
troatment that that which 1s or may bo accorded to the subjects of Manchoukuo. 


Article 2. 


Subject to tho stinulation of the Supnlenmentary Agreonent to the prosont 
Treaty, Japyancse subjects shall bo governed within tre torritories of Manchoukuo 
by the provisions »f tho acninistrntive laws an@ ordinance of Manchoukuo 
concerning taxation, industries, etc. 


Tho Japanese Government agreos that, subject to the stipulations of the 
aforosaid Agreenont, the laws and ordinances of Manchoukuo nentioned in tho 
proending paragraph shall be in force within the South Manchuria Railway Zone 
on tho principles of statutas relia. 


In respect of tho application of prosont Articlo, Japaneso subjects shall 
not, under any circumstances, be accordod loss favorable treatment than that 
which is or may be accorded to tho subdjocts of Manchoukuo. 
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Article 3. 


The stipulations of the proceding two Articles, insofar as thoy are 
applicable to juristic persons, apply to Japancee juristic persons. 


Article 4. 


The stipulations of the vresens Troaty shall not vrejudice the rights, 
privileges, immnitios ana exorstions or puvticular Javenece subjects or 
Juristic persone basod on she special ongaxcmonts cnvered into betwoon Japan 


and Manchoukuo, 
Articlo 5, 
The prosent Treaty shall come into force on tho lst of July, tho Elevonth 
Year of Showa, corresponding tn the lst of July, the Third Year of Kangte. 
Articlo 6. 
The official toxt of this Troaty shall be Jnpanose and Chinese, and in 


case of a differonco of intororetation botweon tho two toxts, tho difference 
will bo sottled according to tho Japanese toxt. fs proof to the above, the 


following havo signed and sealed with rightful authority received fron thoir 
respective governments. 


Two copies of this document have been made on 10 June of tho llth Year of 
Showa (1936) or 10 June of the 3rd Yoar of Kangto at Hsinking.
